A woman plays a. large part in 


determining the quality of seeds 
used by farmers and seed dealers 
in Nebraska. 


She Is Miss Elva Norris, state 


seed analyst, who 
examines 
and 


tests 
each 
month 
nearly 1,000 


samples of grain, garden and weed 
seeds. 


This year, Miss Norris said, has 


brought an especially large run of 
seed corn to be tested and analyzed. 
There are at present six persons 
working 
under 
her 
supervision. 


These Include two state pure food 
and drug inspectors who are in- 
structed by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture McLnuffhlln 
to accept 
seed 


samples during their tour of the 
state. 


Miss Norris Is well qualified for 
her position. She Is a graduate of 
the University of Wisconsin, where 
she received her master's degree in 
botany. She was formerly with the 
forest products laboratory 
main- 


tained by the federal government in 
Wisconsin. She took over the office 
here a year ago. 


During January and part of Feb- 
ruary, Miss Norris analyzed more 
than 1,250 samples of agricultural 
seeds. In 1925 she tested 
2,628 


samples for germination and 1,648 
samples for purity analysis. 


Her work also includes the Iden- 


tification of plants, Farmers find- 
ing an obnoxious weed In their 
fields usually send a sample to Miss 
Norris to be identified- \Vlth identi- 
fication, she also Informs the farm- 
er as to the most feasible methods 
or eradicating the weed. 


Miss Norris' tests are regarded 


as final by farmers and seed deal- 
ers of the state and are also recog- 
nized by other states. 


Musical Survey. 


A musical survey of the state to 


determine the number of children 
of school are taking lessons in ap- 
plied mumic. Is being prepared by 
Hazel Beckwlth Nohavec of Lin- 
coln, chairman of the newly created 
music department of the Nebraska 
Parent-Teachers association.

related closely to the fallacy of for- 
tune telling by phrenology or pal- 
mistry, Miss Hyde-'believes, and 
should b« discouraged as unscien- 
tific. 


Facial lines differ In so many re- 


spects that the possibility of having 
a set rule for determining character 
from this source Is very unlikely, 
she aiserted. 


"There arc, of course, exceptions 


to every generalization,' she said. 


"An abnormally shaped head is In 
many cases Indicative of mental de- 
formity." 
It is not 
an 
InfalliMo 


rule, however. 
As to a person's eyes, Miss Hyde 


believes that these may be consid- 
ered the least expressive of all the 
various parts of t£e physiology. I'y 
covering the. rest of the face, she 
explained, it is not possible to tell 
the sex of the owner. 


"It Is true," she added, 'that from 


the eyes one may gain some Idea 
of the person's choracter. For In- 
stance, vivid restless, 
eager 
eyes 


may denote the desire for gayeties 
and amusements. 


"But so far as being able to pre- 


dict the entire character and per- 
sonality by the 
expression of the 


eyes and the 
physlogmy, 
sucli a 


claim has so far been unfounded 
and until psychologists establish a 
definite basis on which to work, the 
method is not- only 
useless 
but 


dangerous.'1

bweet clover for summer pasturing 
at this time of the year. 


"Sweet clover," he added, "is an 


invaluable pasture plant, because 1 
provides so much f«ed per acre 
There" is very little danger of cat- 
tle feeding upon sweet clover at 
it has not proven to be a frequen 
cause of bloat in most parts o 
Nebraska. It Is practically safe dur 
ing the entire growing season o 
pasture livestock on sweet lover.' 


If the sweet clover is to be use( 


as pasture IP. sections south of 
Platte river, it Is advisable to seec 
without a nurse crop and the pas- 
ture will be available about' Jun> 
lo, he said, adding that an advant- 
age of sweet clover is that It builds 
up the soil and at the same time 
produces a vast amount of feed. 


Prof. Gramlich said that there 


should be 100 acres of sweet clover 
grown in Nebraska to every one 
that is grown today.

suitable during mild weather, but 
if animals are to bo treated during 
very warm or very cold weather it 
is advisable to use some of the dips 
instead of the oils, as the latter are 
liable to cause injury if the freshly 
treated cattle are moved rapidly, 
exposed to bright sunshine, or be- 
come chilled.

If their college training has been worth anything 
to them at all, it has first of all given them a sense 
of humility—an appreciation and realization that 
really worthwhile accomplishments In a busy, prac- 
tical world call forth long, arduous efforts, industry 
and perseverance, courage and confidence. 


The cultural courses do have their place in the

riched and glorified it b'eyond description. Mr. Maun 
must have gotten something from his experience In 
college It must have broadened his outlook, deepened 
his sympathies and understandings of life, given hl:n 
a larger sense of responsibility to himself and soci- 
ety, created within him an Intense hunger to live more 
usefully. If it did not the opportunity for such de- 
velopment was there and he can blame no one ex- 
cept himself for the failure to secure It.

Perhaps many of the thous- 
ands attending universities and colleges are ac- 
quiring habits of living and cultivating tastes which 
are most difficult, if not impossible of satisfaction 
upon entry into the business world. Mr. Maun may 
be making this painful discovery at this time. But 
the young man who Is willing to start at the bottom 
and apply himself diligently to his task need have 
no fear

It has been said that there is never a curse with- 


out a, blessing and no less an authority than Dr. 
Charles M. Mayo, eminent surgeon of Rochester, 
Minn., bollevcs that as great a number of lives have 
been saved by what was learned during the world 
war ns were lost upon the battlefields during that 


- -protracted and bloody conflict 
Dr. Mayo recently 


oxpr^ased this opinion ln^ so many words and told 
his reasons for such belief. 


Dr. Mayo oalH attention to the fact that while 


thousands were hunting new chemicals for slaughter 
other thousands were seeking new chemicals for tho 
preservation of life and the work of the latter group 
is still of value 
The world's knowledge of pre- 


ventive medicine was advanced 25 per cent by the 
vrork that wan carried on during the war, in the opin- 
ion of Dr. Mayo, and this knowledge was all the more 
valuable because It was spread everywhere. 


From this country alone 45,000 doctors were drawn 


into the, military service, they going from the cities 
and towns all over the land. The greater number 
of these had been unable to take graduate work, for 
it is a known fact that prior to the conflict the bent 
work of this kind was to be obtained only In Vienna,, 
Berlin, Paris, London and Xew York. Those who 
' went Into the war, however, got that experience and 


knowledge in which they had heen lacking. Th(y 
wore forced to become acquainted with tho advance^ 
which had been made In medical science since they 
Jeft school.

A DULL NEWSPAPER. 


There may be a few people In this busy world who 


could find time to read the contents of a dully pub- 
lication devoted exclusively to recording the official 
acts of governmental departments at Washington, but 
anybody engaged in a normal occupation would hardly 
be able to do so, even if he were interested enough 
to follow the doings of a. multitude of bureaucratic 
functionaries. 


The experiment of issuing- such a newspaper, con- 


taining no general information and confined to a re- 
view of official rulings, proclamations and orders 
has been undertaken by some ambitious spirits at 
the national capital. The subscription price is pro- 
hibitive to an ordinary purse, but the publishers 
hope to get enough patronage from libraries, schools 
and large commercial establishments to make It pay 


Most people ^ant to keep themselves Informed on 


general news, rather than to specialize on an enor- 
mous mass of dry governmental routine and detail, 
only a small part of which.has any Interest to them 
or the general public. 


One of the biggest nuisances -which business and 


professional people nowadays have to endure is the 
flood of franked mall emanating from federal de- 
partments, bureaus, division, and boards which comes 
to them from day to day. This stuff goes promptly 
Into the waste basket without being read. It Is of 
no value whatever, and there are few persons who 
will pay to get a dally dose of it 8 or 10 times larger. 


The congressional record comes the nearest of any 


existing publication to the new daily review of de- 
partmental activities and outgivings. 
It is mailed 


to libraries, newspapers, public officials and other* 
who ask for it, and sometimes it Is sent without 
even a request being made; but few people read it. 
Anyotie who did so would have to take an hour or 
two off every day for that purpose; and a large part 
of what he got out of the reading would be "leave-to- 
prlnt" speeches of senators and congressmen, de- 
signed for use as campaign documents In their home 
states or districts. 


If the backers of this publication are willing to 


risk their own money In such an enterprise, for 
which no preceptlble demand exists, they have a 
perfect right to do so; but It ought to be understood 
in the beginning that should the project turn out to 
be a. money loser they must not expect the govern- 
ment to pay the losses and take It'off their hands. 


FORBIDDEN SWEETS. 


- Sympathize deeply with the boys and girls of the 
Omaha Central high school. They have been denied 
their candy. An unfeeling board of education, has 
decreed that sweets shall not be sold at the cafeteria 
operated in connection with the high school. 


Xo sooner was the ruling of the board announced 


than petitions were circulated among the students 
asking that It be rescinded. It is immaterial whether 
the authorities- reconsider their action. 
The young- 


sters, no doubt, will have their candy and If they can- 
not buy it at the cafeteria, they will purchase it at 
nearby stores and stands. 


The question might well be asked, however, where is 


this sort of thing to end? The schools have already 
let themselves In for enourh grief in the way of 
safeguarding- the heilth arid the morals of the young- 
sters entrusted to their care. We have our dental 
clinics and our health doctors, and heavens knows 
what not now. We have been trying to look out for 
their morals and to cultivate their manners. What's 
another little thing, even if It Is stand Ing'guard over 
what they eat?

Radio Piracy. 


(New 
York Herald-Tribune.) 
"Piracy" of wave lengths is likely 


to become frequent If Station WJAZ 
of Chicago should be upheld by the 
court in its defiance of department 
of commerce regulations. Depart- j 
ment officials already see a scoic 
of stations in the offing ready to 
pounqe on the ether regardless of 
traffic control. WJAZ1!, challenge 
of authority is outright. It wanted 
a new wave length and was told by 
Washington that none was avail- 
able; so it proceeded to take one 
assigned to and used by Canadian 
stations. This action is a breach of 
International courtesv, which has 
been reclprocial between the tjnited 
States and Canada. In the official 
view It Is a piece of freebootlng, 
but the Chicago corporation calls It 
freedom of the air. 


The power of the secretarv of 
commerce, under the act ot 1912, Is 
thus directly questioned. Mr Hoov- 
er has had the hearty support of 
the radio Industry, as evidenced at 
four annual radio conferences, in 
his regulation of broadcasting to 
prevent Intolerable congrestlon and 
Interference. The industry, in faot, 
has been disposed to encourage him 
in a stricter control than IIP has 
been willing to exercise. If judicial 
decision should tie his hand"? in the 
matter of licensing and operation, 
opening the way to a scramble foi 
wave lengths, there would be, foi 
a time, pandemonium. Without any 
sort of radio policing, ladio listen- 
ers would soon find clear reception 
impossible.

with a larger 


proportion, but the grain center of 
Canada, with nothing but its urban 
population and a sparsely

rural region to draw on, boasts no 
fewer 
than 20 links 
for 
200,000 
citizens. 


New York Far in Rear. 


Chicago, with more than 3,000,- 


000 inhabitants in its city and sub- 
urban aggregate, has 135 links or 
one to about 23,000 persons, while 
the metropolitan region 
of 
New- 


York, boasting a population of al- 
most ten million, does 
not 
come 
near to having the 500 courses need- 
ed to equal the record of Winnipeg-, 
out on the plains. 
In 
fact, 
the 
metropolitan area is credited with 
about 200 golf courses or one to 
50,000. 


Region of Enchanting Lakes. 


While "Winnipeg lies in a region

"Bob Fitzsimmons," chant some 


historians, "was the only man who 
held three world's championships 
at one time." 


The historians 
are dead wrong. 


Fitz never held more than one title 
at the same time and the real truth 
is that he never held but two legiti- 
mate titles in his lifetime. 


He has been called the middle- 


weight champion. 
He was recog- 


nized as such because in 1S91 he 
knocked out Jack Dempsey, the 
great "nonpareil." 
But Dempsey, 
in the fullest interpretation of the 
ring rules, was not 
champion at 


the time. 


Lost Title to La Blanche. 


Dempsey was title-holder in the 


middleweight ranks on Aug. 27. 1SS9, 
when he met George La 
Blanche, 


the "marine." In the thirty-second 
round of that battle, La, 
Blanche 
straightened out an arm, whirled 
completely around 
and 
the stiff 


arm hit Dempsey on the chin and 
knocked him out. That fight was 
scored as a victory for La Blanche 
and it leally made La Blanche the 
champion. The fact that the blo-vv 
—"pivot 
blow"—was 
afterward 
barred from the ring, does not alter 
the fact that it was not barred at 
the moment it hit Dempsey, it was 
not called a foul blow in that fight 
—and so Dempsey lost his title to 
La Blanche. 


lgnored by Public. 


Afterward public opinion ignored 
La Blanche as champion—and the 
fans continued to acclaim Demp- 
sey as the 
middle king. But in. 
that particular instance the atti- 
tude of the public could not alter 
the 
indisputable 
fact 
that La 


Blanche had knocked out Dempsey. 
that La Blanche 
had 
been 
ac- 
claimed the winner—and therefore 
was the middleweight champion, in 
strict 
keeping with 
the 
rules of 
ringdom. 
So when Fitz knocked out Ucmp- 


sey he just knocked out Dempsey— 
not Dempsey, the champion. There- 
fore, Fitz could not have won an 
actual championship and never was 
the actual middleweight champion. 


Fitz Quit as Middle. 


Along- in 1895 Fitz quit the mid- 


dleweight ranks and 
became 
a 
heavy 
and the vacated middle- 


weight title was in dispute between 
Tommy Ryan and Kid McCoy. At 
any rate. Fitz never made an ef- 
fort to fight as a middleweight af- 
ter 1S94 and certainly in 1897, when 
he whipped Jim Corbett and be- 
came the heavyweight king, he was 
not the holder of even the synthetic 
middleweight championship that he 
claimed after he boat Dempsey in 
1891.La Blanche, by the way, claimed 
the title until 1S01 when he was 
knocked out by Johnny Herget, 
known 
in 
ringdom 
as 
"Young 


Mitchell." 


Herget Real Champion. 


That made Herget the REAL 


CHAMPION OF THE 15S-pound- 
ers, according to the age old ring 
rules, becatiho ho had beaten 
the 
man who had defeated the 
cham- 


pion. What became of the actual 
title thereafter is lost in the mists 
of time, because 
Herget was a 
second-rater and his record never 
found its way 
into the 
books of 
history. 


In 1S97, Fitz, by whipping Cor- 


bett was the real heavy champion. 
But he never was the REAL mid-

Uncrowned By Jeffriei. 


Fitz 
was 
dethroned as 
the 


heavyweight czar in 1S99, when Jim 
Jeffries plunked him on his whisk- 
ers In the eleventh 
round of their 


Coney Island brawl. 
The defeat 
sheared him of those titular laurels, 
he long since had ceased to be even 
a pretender to the middleweight 
throne—and so he wasn't any sort 
of champion at all after Jeff lin- 
ishcd up with him. 


The third 
title 
that Fitz pos- 
sessed didn't become his until 1905 
—thus forever knocking askew the 
statement that he held "the mid- 
dleweight, light 
heavyweight 
and 


heavyweight 
championships all at 
one time.'-' 


Light-Heavies Unknown. 


The 
light-heavyweight 
division 


was utterly 
unknown until 1903. 


Then it was created by Lou House- 
man of Chicago and San Francisco, 
who was managing Jack Root and 
who thought up that championship 
to bestow upon his man. Nobody 
knew what it was all about until 
Houseman 
explained tliat it was 


for men who had 
outgrown 
the 


middleweight ranks and yet were 
too light to fight the .big heavy- 
weights. He fixed the poundage 
limit from 158 to 175. 


An organization, known as the 
Fort Erie 
(Canada) 
Boxing club 
took Houseman seriously enough, 
to hang up a purse and a cham- 
pionship belt for a match between 
Root and 
George Gardner. 
The 
fight was won by Gardner on July 
4, 1903. On 
November 25, 1903, 
Fitz won a decision over Gardner 
—and in 
that 
way the gallant 


Cornishman again became a cham- 
pion. 


Kayocd By 0"Bri»i. 


Fitz was knocked out by Phila- 


delphia Jack O'Brien on Dec. 20, 
1905. and thus surrendered that last 
of his ring titles. 


The 
man 
who originated the 
statement that Fitz held three titles 
at one and the same time, explained 
it in this odd way: 
"Fitz won the middleweight title 


from 
Dempsey—and 
never 
was 


beaten at the weight. Therefore he 
actually 
retained it. 
In 1905 he 


won the ligtil-heavy title and at 
about the same time, when Jim 
Jeffries 
retired 
as 
heavyweight 
champion, 
the 
heavyweight title 


reverted 
to him and so lie held 


three titles at the same time."
